Attorney Abe Collins, of DeQueen. Mr. Collins believes the 
cost of administering the criminal courts can be cut in half, 
at the same time speeding up justice.

It is the notorious practice of Ar- 


kansas prosecuting attorneys to place 
' so many charges against a defendant 
for n single crime that settling the 
case for the "costs" is worth more 
than a conviction. 


I have heard of a case, right here in 


Hcmpstead county, where a single de- 
fendant pleaded 
guilty, 
but there 


were so many charges against him 
that the prosecuting attorney's claim 
t'or "costs" against the county govern- 
ment amounted to 5)75.

—but the language of the street would 
be less polite.

As we look into the years imcdintc- 


ly ahead of us we sec an era of slow- 
ly returning prosperity, but tax rev- 
enues, which held up 
longer than 


business profits did, will be slower in 
coming back—and it is up to the cit- 
izens, therefore, to demand the closest 
possible economy in local government. 


Governor Futrell has done wisely to 


appoint n Commission to reform crim- 
inal procedure—for only through the 
state government can there be any ef- 
fective control over expenditures for 
criminal justice. 


In addition to striking at the abuse 


of the prosecutor's fee system, the 
commission proposes to allow prosecu- 
tion to start by the filing of informa- 
tion direct with the circuit clerk— 
without going to the trouble of call- 
ing a special grand jury to return in- 
dictments at a time when the grand 
jury is not regularly in session.

There are many problems which will 


have to be solved under the Act—the 
great variety of mortgage laws in the 
various states, the problem of more 
effective use of land for residential 
purposes, adherence to high standards 
of quality in construction, and the 
widespread misunderstanding that we 
can make direct loans to individuals. 


We made no direct loans to indi- 


viduals, but deal entirely through lo- 
cal banks and other established lend- 
ing institutions. And the loans ex- 
tended by these institutions arc made 
only to responsible persons who are in 


position to meet their obligations.
